ution for six years. The appoint- 
ment was decided upon at the meet- 
ng of the home trustees in Indi- 
inapolis Thursday. 


Mr. Cortner's name was mentioned 


'or the po'sition immediately after 
Mr. Short indicated that he would 
resign.

States consul to Turkey during the 
administration of ex-President Grov- 
er Cleveland. 


Prior to the 1921 sessions of the

During that session, however, a 


)ill was passed permitting the ap- 
pointment of the veterans of other 
wars to the superintendence', and

The law provided that the' two re- 
maining places on the board were 
to be tilled by (he appointment <)f 
a world war veteran and a Spanish- 
American war veteran. 


Mr. Cortner enlisted in the army 


at the beginning of the world war 
as a private. He advanced to the 
rank of first sergeant and then was 
sent to an officers training school, 
from which he was graduated as :i 
second lieutenant. He was attached 
to a machine gun company and went 
over seas with the 84 division. He 
is 28 years old and married.
